Ray  Ziegman  Gift  to  SJC 
Largest  Ever  By  Alumnus 


Mr.  Ray  Ziegman,  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  graduate,  member  of  the 
Board  of  Lay  Trustees,  and  Vice- 
President  and  one  of  the  major 
stockholders  of  the  Quality  Cast¬ 
ings  Co.  of  Orville,  Ohio,  recently 
donated  the  college  a  stock  certifi¬ 
cate  of  500  shares  with  a  mini¬ 
mum  paper  value  of  $100  per 
share.  This  gift  is  the  largest  ever 
received  from  an  alumnus. 


There  is  also  an  interesting 
story  connected  with  this  gift.  De¬ 
clining  any  personal  recognition 
for  his  donation,  Mr.  Ziegman  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  new  $1.5  million 
faculty  building  be  nauned  Schwie- 
terman  Hall  to  memorialize  Fa¬ 
ther  Richard  Schwieterman,  a 
priest  of  the  Society  of  the  Most 
Precious  Blood  who  was  shot  to 
death  February  14,  1922,  during 


a  sick  call  which  he  felt  duty- 
bound  to  make,  despite  a  fore¬ 
warning.  He  was  pastor  of  St.  Au¬ 
gustine  parish  in  Minster,  Ohio,  at 
the  time. 

The  motion  to  name  the  facul¬ 
ty  building  was  approved  at  the 
college  Board  of  Trustees’  meet¬ 
ing  on  August  3,  1965,  and  the 
name  was  later  officially  approved 
by  the  college  Board  of  Control. 
A  special,  official  naming  cere¬ 
mony  is  being  planned.

Excerpts  From 
Bogan’s  Speech 

....  "What  you  are”  —  and  I  don't 
mean  "five  -  foot  -  tw  o  -  eyes  -  of  -  blue” 
physical  characteristics  —  should  fair¬ 
ly  well  be  settled,  for  it  seems  im¬ 
possible  that  one  from  a  Christian 
home  in  a  Christian  democracy  with 
a  Christian  college  education  can  con¬ 
fuse  right  and  wrong,  or  good  and 
evil.  Maybe  Mr.  Hutchins’  graduates 
were  not  so  blessed;  maybe  they  still 
had  to  work  out  what  they  were  after 
they  had  left  his  institution.  But  it 
seems  to  me,  within  the  ethical  con¬ 
victions  which  must  hold  you,  that 
"What  can  you  do.^”  is  the  burning 
question  and  what  you  do  will  be 
your  answer  to  it. 

To  put  it  simply,  we  need  doers. 
We  need  men  of  accomplishment.  .  . 
The  urgent  task  is  to  give  everything 
you’ve  got  to  whatever  you  do.  This 
is  not  simply  done  wKen,  sometimes, 
you  are  jammed  into  completely  arti¬ 
ficial  circumstances.  But  even  in  such 
circumstances,  the  guy  who  has  the 
skill  to  gravitate  to  the  top  of  those 
around  him,  who  applies  himself  to 
everything  he  has  to  do  or  that  is 
worth  doing.  ...  he  is  the  man  who 
developes  a  record  of  accomplishment, 
....  and  he  is  the  one  who  collects 
the  rewards  of  a  w'orld  that  has  much 
to  dispense. 

One  of  my  tasks  in  life  is  to  hire 
and  fire,  to  promote  and  reward. 
Nothing  impresses  me  more  than  a 
man’s  record  of  accomplishment.  I  am 
no  Pollyanna  —  I  appreciate  that 
many  things  w^e  have  to  do  are  hard, 
dirty  jobs.  But  the  man  who  jumps 
every  hurdle  placed  in  his  way  is  the 
man  who  finds  the  world  his  oyster. 
He  is  the  one  who  will  collect  unex¬ 
pected  dividends  over  the  years,  just 
as  the  effort  you  have  expended  for 
a  college  education  will  pay  off  as 
long  as  you  live. 

Today  you  move  farther  into  a 
world  that  seems  blessed  with  some 
of  the  greatest  social  progress  ever. 
The  "Great  Society”  and  its  fore¬ 
bears  along  with  the  American  eco¬ 
nomic  system  have^ given  us  a  level  of 
living  never  before  attained.  Our 
store  of  knowledge  increases  so  fast 
that  libraries  can  hardly  keep  up  col¬ 
lecting  what  is  learned  and  said.  Our 
medical  advances  push  sickness  and 
death  farther  away.  Our  technical 
strides  are  so  enormous  that  fully  half 
of  what  some  specialists  will  need  to 
know  ten  years  from  now  is  com¬ 
pletely  unknown  today.  Work  is  pro¬ 
gressing  daily  on  the  problems  of 
hunger  and  poverty  and  inequality, 
and  real  strides  are  being  made.  Yet, 
despite  all  these,  it  seems  this  is  one 
of  mankind’s  most  unhappy  times. 
The  desperate  grasp  for  recognition 
apparent  in  the  activities  of  the  pro¬ 
testors  —  the  causeniks  —  makes  you 
wonder  what  really  is  going  on. 
....  There  is  a  certain  humor  at¬ 
tached  to  the  camaraderie  of  the  Beat¬ 
niks  and  the  Vietniks  and  the  Befud- 
dleniks  and  the  rest.  I’d  like  to  add 
the  Ecumeniks  —  those  who  think  the 
Council  didn’t  go  far  enough  and 
those  who  think  it  went  too  far.  Much 
of  the  trappings  of  the  "niks”  —  the 
long  hair  and  beards,  their  placards 
and  buttons,  their  knickers  and  per¬ 
fume  —  all  these  things  add  a  comic 
relief  to  their  protest.  Yet,  I  wonder 
if  anything  is  really  different  or  if 
history  is  simply  repeating  itself  over 
and  over  again.  Maybe  the  "niks”  are 
no  more  than  an  extravagant  manifes¬ 
tation  of  the  process  of  emancipation 
which  starts  at  the  moment  of  birth. 
No  matter  how  I  like  or  dislike  the 
"niks”  and  no  matter  how  I  feel  about 
the  cause  they  protest,  I  cannot  help 
but  admire  their  involvement  in  and 
dedication  to  their  cause. 

While  I  may  tolerate  in  some  fash¬ 
ion  the  kids-will-be-kids  antics  of  the 
kooks,  there  is  one  thing  of  serious 
concern,  and  that  is  the  growing  im¬ 
pression  they  leave  that  everything  is 
wrong  with  everything.  Before  you 
get  any  idea  that  this  is  Mary  Pop- 
pins  up  here  in  a  grey  flannel  suit, 
let  me  tell  you  this  is  not  a  world 
where  nice  guys  always  win  simply 
because  they  are  nice.  If  my  com¬ 
ments  convey  that  impression,  then 
you  don’t  understand  how  unemotion¬ 
al  the  market  place  where  I  make  my 
living  can  be.  I  am  unhappy  with  the 
eternal  cynic  and  the  professional 
critic.  I  think  everyone  should  find 
something  good  to  say  about  every-

Twenty  members  of  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  senior  class  have  been  nom¬ 
inated  for  memberhip  in  “Who’s 
Who  Among  Students  in  American 
Universities  and  Colleges,”  the  an¬ 
nual  directory  of  distinguished 
students  selected  from  colleges  and 
universities  throughout  America. 

“Who’s  Who  Among  Students  in 
American  Universities  and  Col¬ 
leges”  began  in  the  school  year 
1934-35  with  the  idea  of  creating 


one  national  basis  of  recognition 
for  college  students  that  would  be 
democratic  and  devoid  of  dues,  ini¬ 
tiation  fees  or  other  cost  to  the 
student. 

Recognition  by  “Who’s  Who” 
means  that  the  student  was  first 
officially  recommended  from  the 
college  or  university  he  attends 
and  then  accepted  by  the  organi¬ 
zation.  Nominations  may  be  sub¬ 
mitted  annually  by  four-year,  de¬ 


gree-granting  institutions.  College 
juniors,  seniors  and  students  en¬ 
rolled  in  graduate  courses  are 
eligible  for  nomination. 

Nominating  committees  are  re¬ 
quested  to  consider  the  student’s 
scholarship,  his  leadership  and  co¬ 
operation  in  educational  and  ex¬ 
tracurricular  activities,  his  gener¬ 
al  citizenship  and  his  promise  of 
future  usefulness. 

Each  student  who  becomes  a 


member  receives  without  cost  a 
certificate  of  recognition  awarded 
by  the  organization  and  presented 
at  the  school,  recognition  in  the 
publication  for  the  year  during 
which  he  was  selected  in  the  form 
of  a  writeup  of  his  college  and 
personal  record,  and  a  listing  in 
the  index  under  the  college  from 
which  he  was  nominated.  He  also 
receives  the  organization’s  bene¬ 
fits  of  the  student  placement  ser¬ 


vice  if  he  needs  assistance  in  mak¬ 
ing  employment  contacts  or  sup¬ 
plying  other  recommendations. 

Active  participation  in  “Who’s 
Who”  broadens  each  year  through 
the  interest  of  qualified  colleges 
and  universities.  This  implies  that 
with  continued  cooperation  from 
the  schools,  the  future  of  “Who’s 
Who”  should  be  one  of  ever-in- 
creasing  prestige  and  service  to 
the  student.

Faculty  Gives  Books 
To  Free  College 

The  faculty  of  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  has  donated  more  than 
400  books  to  the  Selma  Free  Col¬ 
lege,  a  pioneering  experiment  in 
education  directed  at  the  Negro 
community  of  Selma,  Alabama. 

The  gift  of  books  represents  the 
faculty's  Christmas  gift  to  the 
Free  College,  a  project  begun  in 
June  of  1965  to  offer  a  focus  for 
educational  self-development. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Free 
College,  classes  are  being  held  in 
Negro  history,  Negro  literature, 
English,  art,  drama,  mathematics, 
science,  French  and  government. 
In  general,  classes  attempt  to 
start  with  material  close  to  the 
lives  of  the  project’s  participants 
and  develop  outward  to  greater 
understanding. 

By  August,  nearly  200  children, 
teens  and  adults  had  participated 
in  the  program.  The  participants 
represent  a  social,  educational  and 
economic  cross-section  of  the  Sel¬ 
ma  community,  and  the  program 
is  being  altered  and  expanded  as 
awareness  and  demand  grows. 


Spark  Offense 

History  is  repeating  itself  in 
part  on  Saint  Joseph’s  basketball 
scene  this  year  as  guards  Ken 
Broussard  and  Tom  Crowley  con¬ 
tinue  to  remind  Puma  fans  of  the 
1962-63  season,  when  Guards 
George  Post  and  Russ  Marcinek 
keyed  the  Saints’  offense. 

Sixteen  game  cumulative  statis¬ 
tics  reveal  that  Broussard  and 
Crowley  have  tallied  295  and  252 
points  respectively,  for  averages 
of  18.7  and  15.8  points  per  game. 

These  totals  rival  those  of  Post 
and  Marcinek  who  clearly  estab¬ 
lished  themselves  as  the  finest 
backcourt  combination  in  the  ICC 
during  1962-63.  In  21  games  that 
se?-Sf^P  PoQt  in  for  a 

21.9  average  while  Marcinek  add¬ 
ed  445  points  in  22  games  for  a 
20.2  mark. 

At  the  end  of  that  season.  Post 
and  Marcinek  were  named  second 
team  all-conference  guards. 

In  addition  to  Broussard  and 
Crowley,  Larry  Yeagley  and  Fred 
Farley  are  scoring  in  double  fig¬ 
ures  based  on  per-game  averages 
this  season. 

With  his  season  cut  short  by  a 
knee  injury  on  Dec.  11,  Yeagley 
averaged  14.6  points  in  8  games, 
while  Farley  has  scored  an  aver¬ 
age  of  13.2  points  through  16 
games. 

Yeagley,  a  two-year  letterman, 
has  undergone  surgery  for  torn 
ligaments  in  his  right  knee.  He 
has  been  plagued  by  leg  injuries 
throughout  his  college  career.  The 
latest  injury  —  the  torn  ligaments 
—  occurred  during  the  second-half 
action  of  the  SJC-Wabash  game.
